THE ANTI - TRANSPORTATION 

MEETING AT MELBOURNE. 
Although \ye fiaye entered ao largelj into 
Ihe " question of questions" raised by l[r. 
GLAnaxoS^'a unlucky despatch, and have 
had to notice tile proceedings of so many 
public meetings called fur the purpose of 
discussing it, ivfi feel tliat we ought not 
to pass over the resolutions of the M*i - 
bourne meeting without a few 'remarks. 

No small degree of surprise had been 
felt in this part of the colon)-, nt the ap- 
parent wnnt of sympathy amongst the 
Port Fhillippinns, on tliis question, with 
theirlirethrenoftiieMicldleDistrtct, We 
had supposed that in making a firm etanil 
against the detestable pulley of our pro- 
con rict graziera, lye should of course be 
supported by the narm, energetic, and 
prompt concurrence of that section of our 
fellow-colonists with whom their freedom 
from convict pollution had ever been the 
subject of bud but not unreasonable bubsl. 
When, therefore, week nfter week, and 
jut nth after month, transpired ivithout 
bringing any satisfactory assurance that 
such concurrence had been determined on, 
or was even in contemplation, we natu- 
wondercd what Port Phillip had done 
its consistency. And though its 
CQniiateney has at last been nobly vindi- 
cittd, we are sLill at a losa lo account fur 
the extraordinary p rue rasttn alien, 

We ore informed by the JfefioHrne 
Argvs that the meeting was eonTened by 
the MaYort, on the requisition of a largo 
number ot the inhabitants, (or the pur- 
nsEof determining whether the intro- 
uction of British criminals into that 
district would be agreeable to tire com- 
munity; that its numbers far exceeded 
the attendance at any previous meeting 
held in that section of the colony, on any 
subject whatever; and that its pre-emi- 
nence Wit not mote distinguished in this 
particular than in the unanimity of feeling 
and earnestness of purpose manifested in ita 
proceedings, " which," says that journal, 
"is the certain Judication of a fixed de- 
termination to withstand the threatened 
pollution to the death." 

Of the ipeeches delivered on the occa- 
sion we linve at present no report ; but 
having before us the resolutions anil peti- 
tion in which the speeches isaiied, we 
tiave enough to engage our attention, 
and to call for our humble meed of appro- 
bation. 

The principles agreed upon are embo- 
died iu the first lire resolutions. The 
first of the five acknowledges the broad 
fact upon which the pro-convict party, or, 
as the Argus happily styles Ihcurt, the 
" I'oilntionisli," base the" whole super- 
structure of their rickety cause—" the 
scarcity of labour, and the injury to pro- 
perty resulting therefrom," But this 
evil, great and incontestable as it is, is 
1 wisely declared to be the leasL of 
'til* two between which the colo- 
nists have to choose, since the one 
ufJered as an alternative, "the convict 
system," is of sd colussal a magnitude, 
and so fraught with peril to the moral and 



social well-being of society, that nothing 
bul an innriiiriaH; lovt' of money Could 



induce any one to iuok upon it without 
horror and disgust 

The second declarts the implicit re- 
liance of the meeting upon the pledged 
faith of her Msjistv's Government, as' 
conveyed by Mr. Guwtune's despatch, ' 
that transportation shall nut be lenewcd j 
utilesa " agreeable- lo lug inclination of 



limately concetti ;" and with thia declara- 
tion is coupled a protest againBt the in- 
troduction of British criminals in any 
form, andupun any terms whatever. Such 
confidence in the uprightness of mints- 
lera, which in the present instance is but 
another phrase fur the honour of ths 
Crown, contrasts strongly with thai t'or- 
tuous sophistry of the Tranflportati on Com- 
mittee which, in effect, imputes to the 
Queen's Government nothing less than the 
basest and most heartless hypocrisy, If Ihe 
view put forth in the Committee's Report 
could be received as, the correct onc.it 
would he impossible to avoid the conclu- 
sion that the Peel Cabinet had been guilty 
of a meanness for which a private gentle- 
man would be ousted out of decent so- 
ciety : in plain English, that meanest of 
oil meannesses— milfitl lying .' 

The third resolution asserts, that as the 
great majority of the Port Phillippiaus 
1 1 ad etui grated under the assurance 
from the florae Government that 
that iJislrict was never to be 
regarded ns a penal colony, and, more- 
over, that from the year iS39 (1840) 
transportation to the Sydney district 
should cease, it would be manifestly un- 
just to introduce convicts into the. Port 
Phillip district without the consent of 
every inhabitant of it. The inference is 
perfectly legitimate, if by " every inha- 
bitant" be meant every member of the 
recited " majority." But it is not neces- 
sary to the justice of the protest, thai the 
persons who emigrated under the assu- 
rance referred to sliuiild constitute a ma- 
jority. A contract is a contract — a bar- 
gain a bargain — good faith goud faith, 
whether the parties be many or few. 
Therefore, although the inhabitants of the 
Sydney district who emigrated on the 
faith of the' Order in Council nre by no 
means a majority of our population^ they 
would not on this account be the less en- 
titled lo complain of foul play, were the 
terms of that Order to he broken. 

The fifth resolution touches, but touches 
gently, upon the pet crotchet of " Sepa- 
ration"— implying,' that if the' land fund 
of Port Phillip were 

the purposes of that district, there'woiilct 
be no lack of free immigration, and con- 
sequently no coluuiable plea for a re- 
course to the introduction of convict 
labourers. For our owu parls,, wb caif 
have no objection to the Fhillippians ex- 
pending the whole of their net land fund 
in bringing out free people, convinced as 
we are that the Sydney district would 
come in for a large share of the profits. 
Low wages (rVre> must always "operate as 
an effective', check on an undue, rise of 
wages Sere, 

The last of the five resolu lions adverts 
to the coming necessity fot the formation 
of a tenantry, and affirms "that the waste- 
ful extravagance, the vices, and the in- 
stability of the great majority of coiivicis, 
totally until theut to rise to the respecta- 
ble position, of tenants," This would 
probably be ! admitted hy the Pollution- 
iats themselves, whose predominating wish 
is, that the convicts should be sent lo lo- 
calities where tenants' are not likely to he 
wanted for -many years lo'&ome, and he 
employed exclusively in that reforming 
and evangelising occupation, the tending 
of sheepi , It is not the bustle of agricul- 
tural ■farrna,' : bul the deep solitudes of the 
primeval forest, and the innocent compa- 
nionship of gentle lambs, that ore to con- 
stitute the great panacea for the ills of 
ruined charjicter, \ :■■ 

These resolutions are incorporated in a. 
petition to the Legislative Council. We 
regret that the Council only should have 
been addressed. Petitions ought alio to 
have been laid at the. foot of the throne, 
and ptesented lo either house of parlia- 
ment. -

THE INTELLECTUAL - BARREN- 
NESS OF NEW SOUTH WALES. 
A PEntrsitL of a very interesting recent 
warlc, vit,, TVaucfetit North America, Act, 
it/ Ciunx&i Lyell, /:>s.. bis set us reflect- 
ing upon innny things mentioned by the 
author, 

The picture which he draws of the 
commercial and industrial prosperity of 
the United States and British American 
Colonies, is, perhaps, not so strikingly 
comparable with what the records of New 
South Wales, a colony of much later 
origin, and even, in some respcets, inure 
precocious growth can exhibit, as that 
which places before us the literary and 
ccieulilic advancement of our transatlan- 
tic brethren, when compared with the 
absolute jicMm^jims which distinguishes 
the mental characteristics at Australia m 
a nation. 

So far as the growth of viool, or the 
production of tallow, or the increase of 
illuit ipirih may go— so far as the con- 
sumption or tobacco and braudy tnd rum 
may be taken as items in the history of 
our advancement, no doubt New. South 
Wales exhibits a remarkable development 
of indefatigable perseverance. But be- 
sides her newspaper t what has she done — 
or what is she doing for the republic of 
letters 7 Is there one single institution in 
existence which may be called nsfi'oimf ? 
Is there one single publication which Is 
exclusively devoted tu the assertion oftliB 
dighity or the enterprise of our people as 
an intellectual, or educated or enquiring 
people, beyond the sphere of goaaijsing, 
politics, and squabbles '? Nay, may 
not aonic of the prod net ions of this 
class stump the miud of the people as 
fonder of low scurrility and vulgar buf- 
foonery, thanof the solid, reflecting, con- 
templative, philosophical studies which 
can alone advance them to the considera- 
tion of the world ! 

Painful thoughts crowd in upon us, as 
lie look forward tu the prospects of ihe 
rising generation. What is there in the 
field of view Lo justify a hope that our 
children will enjoy even the same modicum 
of advantage possessed by their fathers ? 
It is, no dutibi, a fine thing to boaat of 
our flocks and herds, and of our Ltins of 
oil and tallow— it is magnificent (on 
paper) to treat of boundless acres, illimi- 
table pastures (tu seasons such as this), 
and back runs uutraversed ; it is glorious 
to ace the array of cosily buildings, day 
by day, rising like magical erections from 
uitt forest girdled roclts, anil 10 behold sail 
aftc r s a i I at retch i ii g bo td ly up uu r' beautiful 
liarbuut, andiL is uu doulil satisfactory 



in wealth, comfort, and prosperity. But, 
an ignorant man can build a fine huuae, 
.and an ignorant man can possess bank- 
notes or bank shares, and au ignorant 
man can hold sheep runs and boil down 
bullocks, and an ignorant man can do 
many other things besides, which add to 
the commercial importance of a com- 
munity, aa well as an instructed man. 
though the latter, had he the same 
means, Ivhich he often times lias not, 
csuld do much better, because to the same 
means and tu the same diligence, he could 
hring the jiatoer ol knowledge ; fot thi 
great Bacoh tells us — " tCttowletiffe r 
power ' ' 

We must not he canted away with ap 
pearances. A barbarian can dig copper 
as well as a civilized man | the man who 
cannot read can tend sheep as well as one 
who can ■ the man who cannot write may 
still carry on Ihe business of the mill, or 
the loom, or the distillery ; may ttavigats 
a ship, or by line and plummet convert 
the stone quarries of Australia into pa 
laces and gaols. 

Calculation sufficient for each may be 
possessed by each, in his rcspeclive 
sphere (for calculation seems indigenous 
to Australians), without the aid of the 
differential .calculus or the binomial 
theorem. People are apt enough to find 
out, hy a Ictud of intuition, and without 
tuition, how many bundles of cigarsmake 
ten, or how many nobhlers of brandy 
make twenty 

Bnt is this all 1 We maintain 
thai whatever may be the advantages of 
position of any people, in so much greater 
degree is responsibility laid upon them to 
make return for their blessing, hy contri- 
bution to the common slock of human 
knowledge, and to diffuse, so far as (liey 
can; that knowledge which is at la i liable 
by them, amongst their compatriots and 
descendants. 

When the present generation shall have) 
passed away ; when the acquirements, 
learning, and elegancies of life, brought 
from the other hemisphere, shall ha.v« 
perished with the possessors; when the 
r'e.Ifrh'iled excUsifelji'lo' aolitary retirement of the bark hut ot the 
' -• .comparatively more real comforts of lbs 
weather-hoarded cottage iu Ihe far in- 
terior shall cease to he ehecrrd by those 
relics of ancient usage, which are all 
that reconcile many of our distant squat- 
ters lo the annoyances of Uieit volunlaiy 
exile; to what shall their children turn, 
after they have cast the pious dust upon 
the coffin of the parent 1 Whither are 
they to seek, In this far away world, for 
a glimpse of that refinement; or a spark 
of that intellectual lire which softeni 
and refines and illumines the whole rnasj 
of the social community in the falher- 
ImdJ 

' In America it is different. There the 
squatter in his clearing is, perhaps, in 
some respects (besides climate) worse off 
than the squatter here ; but the softening 
influences of climate, or the prevalent 
feelings of the people hive not enervated 
their minds. The. Americana, although 
originally colonists, are in a different posi- 
tion ; they arc a people, and have a na- 
tional character to maintain. They feel 
that they ate free— though in vety truth 
many there are slaves to their preju- 
dicea and popular caprices — slaves them- 
selves, though served by slaves, But in 
those states where slavery is 
tiieir freedom is doubly felt. They 
their independence as they ought. They 
own their responsibility and their duties. 
Btotber JoSATitAn may have always before 
him the necessity of " goiiig-a-hcad ;" 
but tiu one can say, that if he succeeds it 
is without kead'XDorh it is done. The 
Americans have a right to Lheir position 
as a nation, They exhibit their claims 
to it in Ihe face of the whole civilized world. 
It is not tiieir cities-, and their fleets, and 
their wars, and their revolution, and their 
great republican experiment, which render 
them remarkable. It is their intsllectjctil 
superiority, It is, that with all 
their search after dollars, and 
their ambitious pursuit after com- 
mercial enterprise, they hare a 
feeling that if their country is to laaintain 
its positioti amidst the contending rival- 
ries of the older nations, it must be not 
simply by the Elrong arm, bul by the re- 
finement of the mind ; by proving them- 
selves worthy of the intellectual as well 
as the commercial conquests that await 
them, 1 

Mr. Lvki l. not merely a geologist but 
» man of letters, a member of the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, a refined, accomplished 
English gentleman, trained in all the old- 
fashioned prejudices of his class, a lover 
of monarchy, and of all the ancient asso- 
ciations of his country, is, perhaps, as fair 
• witness as could be found, 

And he tells us in his hook, that espe- 
cially in New England, one of the most 
characteristic trails of the people is their 
patronage of literature and science, 

"Munificent bequests and donations for 
public purposes, whether charitable or 
erZiicofic-iurf, form a slriklug feature in the 
modern history of the United States, and 
especially of New England, Not only is 
it common for rich capitalists to leave by 
will a portion of their fortune towards the 
endowment of naLianal institutions, but 
individuals during their life-time make 
magnificent grants af money for the same 
objects." it. 263, 

" [ have seen,'" he adds, " a 
list of bequestc and donations made du- 
ring the last thirty year*, for the benefit of 
religious, charitable, and literary institu- 
tions, tu the State of Mauttehvtetti alone, 
and they amounted to no less a sum than 
six millions of dollars, or iHoi'e rVirrn a mil- 
lion sterling." 

" There are popular libraries in almotl 
every village of Massachusetts, and a 
growing taste fur the reading of good 
books is attested by the sale of large edi- 
tions of such works as Ilerschel's Natural 
Philosophy, Washington Irving's Colum- 
bus, and Plutarch's Lives. Of each of 
these, from kivf to twexty tiiousano co- 
eins hate bees 50].o. It will seem still 
more remarkable, that no less than 
16,000 copies have been purchased of 
Johnc's Translation of Froissart's Chro- 
nicles, illustrated by wood engravings, and 
I 2,l>u'J of Liebig's Animal Chemistry. 
These editions were very cheap, as there 
was no author's copyright ; but it is still 
more surprising that ehc-ut -4U0O copies of 
Prescolt's Mexico should have been sold iu 
oner/ear In the United Slates, at tire price 
of six dollars, ur about twentv-sji siiil- 
tlrtos," 



"When, in addition to these signs or 

the times, we rt member the grants before 
alluded to, ol the New England and other 
Slates, in behalf of public schools 
and scientific surveys, u-e may 
indulge very sanguine hopes of 
the future progress of this country to- 
wards a high standard of general civiliza- 
tion (p, 2fM), 

"The multiplication of academical es- 
tablishments, in consequence of every 
Slate and every sect of Christians in each 
State, being ambitious of having schools 
of their own, is an evil \ tint one which 
would be greatly aggravated were the ge- 
neral as we'.Ibs the theological education 
in the universities alike sectarian ; or if 
students of classical literature, mathema- 
tics, law, and medicine, all required 
teachers who agreed with them in every 
article of faith. It has been remarked by 
a living satirist, that the force of sectarian 
animosity, like that of gravity, increases 
inversely as the square of the distance ; 
but in spite of the occasional ebullitions 
in recent times of an intolerant spirit un 
both sides of the Atlantic, there are many 
auspicious signs of the approach D f an era 
when differences of religious opinion will 
less interfere with national i 
cation, both in schools and 
Z6B.) 

We have quoted the ahove passage, less 
with a view of adopting all the senti- 
ments on education which they embody 
than as affording an insight into the state 
of mental progress in America, 

Mr. Lit. n. makes lion Durable mention 
uf the 2eal of the Americans in sending 
out missionaries lo Europe, with a view 
of improving thcic elemental and acade- 
mical educational system. And he then 
enters upon what is foreign to our pur- 
pose, a review of the system pursued at 
Oxford, showing bow bad an influence 
has been wrought by the undue inter- 
ference of an ecclesiastical spirit with 
academical institutions, and by the intro- 
duction of tractarianism, to which he at- 
tributes as a cause and not an effect, 
the deterioration of the University Stu- 
dies. 

With -this vre have not now much to 
do. 

Viewing the progress of intellectual 
enquiry in the United States aa something 
mi generis, and recollecting the inline use 
crowd of writers, poets, historians, and 
savans, which the United States have pro- 
duced, we really blush to think, that this 
colony has not been able to exhibit one 
single public school woithy of the 
name ; that those institutions which were 
once set on fool, to serve as such, have, 
with scarcely an exception, fallen inlo 
decay or lassitude ; and that no society 
exists which may be called in any sense 
national -, that not even & periodical, 
save a newspaper, is able to maintain more 
than an ephemeral existence ; and that 
there is not one solitary channel in which 
the interesting facts of scientific enquiry, 
agricultural experiment, or mechanical in- 
genuity, can be banded down to our 
children, registered for reference, or con- 
veyed to other nations as a proof and 
evidence thai this great and ambitious 
colony lias yet been emancipated from 
convict indifference, ot (he fumesi of rum 
and tobacco.

NEW ZEALAND. 
By the arrival of the linel we are put in 
possession of New Zealand papers to 
the ?0th ultimo last, they contain very 
little news. 
■ All was quiet in the Cook's Straits settle- 
ments, and tho stale of the pnblie mind 
was quite traiirjuilized. 

Some anxiety was felt at a rumour 
prevalent, that Governor Grey was to be 
recalled, and that the company had had a 
proprietary charter granted to it, 

Ilecent arrivals have shown that for 
neither ol these reports was there any 
foundation, but a meeting was held at 
Nelson, on the 30th January, at which 
resolutions passed, strongly approving of 
Captain Guey s government, and repudia- 
ting the delegation of any powers of Go- 
vernment into the hands of the New Zea- 
land Company as impolitic on general 
principles and usage, because experience 
of the administration of the affairs of the 
settlement by the Company has proved its 
incapacity and destroyed nil confidence 
either in (heivisdoin of its measures or the 
integrity of its conduct. 

The statistics of the settlements for the 
last year display a cheering prospect, out 



of a population of 1000, the i 
the year were only 30, 9 of which occureti 
through violence ur accident.

— A continuol Bonrco of dli.l 
turbnncc in Switzerland arises from the supra, 
mncy of the Jesuits 111 certain of the Clintons, 
and their incessant nttempta to procure influ- 
ence in alt.

Tender the 
most plausible disguises, and by the most un- 
scrupulous menus, they haTe effected an en- 
trance Into district) which seemed iho most 
llrmly barred against thcnl i nnd wherever 
they have entered ihe; ban laboriously pur- 
sued their career of intolerance and self-aggran- 
disement. Again and again has the popular 
indigrmiiDn buret out against them, and dtiven 
ihum from the country, and jar often as ihoy 
hsvubteti expelled titty have returned to at. \ 
tempt new aggressions upon human liberty, 
and perpetrBto now audacities ngairtst the 
dtsroHt rights of the people. Their principal 
sent of power ia Froybure., where they have a 
college, end where they reign with un- 
questioned supremacy. In Soleute, bchwiets, 
and Haut Valaie, they sho exist in Considera- 
ble strength. From l-'tcyhurtj, aa Ibeir centre, 
they send forth missionaries, whoso duty It it 
to perambulate the whole lUiintry, and by all 
muana in their {rower lo promote the objects of 
tho pnrty. Whut these objecta arc they do not 
conceal. The entire extirpation of Protest- 
nnnam, tho complete triumph of Ultra-men' 
' taiusei in tho Catholic Cm. rtx, Hid oveithiow 



orTpolitloal liberty, and Ihe appvoptisticm by 
their order of the entire work of education : 
these sre the objects to which the Jesuits of 
Swiieetlsnd sre at present daTotlne theit Tail 
resources ind untiring energiea, In lfli3, a 
great Bsiocin lion was formed under Jesuit in- 
fluence, which look the name of 1 Tho Catholic 
Lcoguo' (Katholiaeliea llund). This was in 
niiuiod after ihe It paction pnrty, as tho Jesuit 
sdherents are sailed, had smtsined a defeat in 
iho Diet upon the question of permitting mo- 
nasteries ar.d nunc trios to be re-established in 
Switzerland. No sooner was this decision 
given, than a meeting wos called of the cantons 
of Lucerne, TJri, Schiveltz, TTnterwalden, Zug, 
and Freybi'rg, at Luoarna, end there, on the 
lath September, 1843, waa originated this Ca. 
tholie association. So itrong was Ihe feeling 
pervading its members, thai It was even pro- 
posed that they should make a repeal of the 
Helvetia confederacy their war-cry, or, at any 
tare, seek the separation of the associated can. 
ions from the rest. Train this league, as i 
centre, bos proceeded all ttiD reactionary effort 
which, af lito years, has kept Switierland in 
a perpetual ferment. Tho great objools pro- 
posed by the Catholic League, aa in the first 
instance to be secured, were ths following 1. 
The esUbliihment of i bishopric in St. Gall, 
in the hope of bringing that canton en- 
tirely under ultramontane inuueoco ; 
3. The overthrow end annihilation af the 
liberal party in Vnlaia ; and 3, The accom- 
plishment of an old project, the recall of the 
Jesuits inlo Lucerne — a project which the 
Lengua held to be, of all the ics-t, the most 
Important. In a country where so much intel. 
ligtneoand Jove of liberty ciists among tho 
peaf-lc, ne is iho case in Switzerland, il is not 
tobeiuppoBcd that echemcs like these could 
bo carried on without provoking much oppo- 
sition . and leading to much popular excitement. 
Accordingly, whererei tho Jeiutts nnd the 
Catholic League have attempted to entry out 
llteir projects, the comcquenco has been civil 
commotion, nnd In some cases civil war. They 
have thrown 3i. Ocll. heretofore one of the 
most quiet cantons, into fierce contention ; in 
Valais end Lucerne they have been the Bole 
causes of the late insurrections and hluodahcd | 
and even in some of the Protestant cantons 
they hare not remotely led to much of iho dis- 
order of which these can ions hove been the 
accne. It is impossible le observe the work- 
ings of thta mischievous body In Bwitierlind 
without fully assenting lo the following rc- 
ruaiks of a Swiss writer: "Tho Jesuits ata the 
enomicsofSwitierlnnd r beoausetheyhat6Bnd 
would obliterate Swiss feeling nnd Swiss 
nationality. Tltey are Ihe enemies orSwnier- 
lmd, because they detest and aim nt orei- 
throwiLg our freedom. They nre the enemies 
of Switieiland, becftiiso wherever they are they 
try to appropriate the civil powcv, lo obrogBtc 
free institutions, >nd to degrade the Swiss peo- 
ple into the condition of slaves under a pnest- 
ocracy. In tine, they nre tho enemies of Swit- 
zerland, because they oppose nil tiua intellec- 
tual education, aud would put chains an 
men's minds, ihnt they might the more eai" 
enslave their poiionB.— jifcjraMo'cr'i SloU: 
fartrf.
